* never to ceaſe my laborious care and diligence, till I 
. have done all: that is in ne, according as it is my 
4 bounden duty, towards all thoſe eſpecially, who | 
are committed to my care, to bring them to a ripe- 
*<- neſs, and perfection of age in? Chriſt; * that is, to 
make: them, both in knowledge, and practice, ſuch as - 


Chriſt teaches all his e to be, that e, 
have eternal life. 


This is my apology, for thus addrefling you — 
Becauſe, however I may rejoice. over ſome of you, 
as walking worthy of your chriſtian profeſſion ; yet, 
ſo long as. there 'are 4. who ſeem to come ſhort. 
of it, L cannot be eaſy in my mind, without doing. 
all. Lam able, to bring them to a better ſtate —, 
If thoſe unhappy perſons, who neglect God and their. 
cvyn ſouls, did but frequent the public ſervices of re- 
ligion, there wauld be ſome room to hope, that, one 
time or other, their conſciences might take the alarm, 
and they would begin to enquire, in good earneſt, 
aullat they muſs do ta be ſaved {| But alas they ſeldom.

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the great deſire, I have, to ſee all of you conſtant in 
theſe duties, which you owe to God, to yourſelves, 
and to all about you; Becauſe whoever is negligent 
or irregular. herein, I cannot bus be afraid for him, that 
he is not in a right ſtate, nor in the way to become 
ſo. If your common wordly affairs, your amuſements, 
viſiting, feaſting, or indolence can: keep you away 
from jeining in prayer, and praiſe to God, on the 
day, which he hath particularly ſet apart, for theſe: 
purpoſes; and whilſt you know, that your friends, and. 
neighbours, are actually engaged in that delightful. 
employment; to what can it. be. owing, but to a want- 
of religion in your hearts? Is it not beeauſe you had, 
rathr amuſe - yourſelves, among worldly. things, than: 
be rationally employed in thinking upon the ſtate. of 
your own minds, and conduct, or- in meditating upon, 
God; and praying ts him, for thoſe graces and vir- 
tues, which muft render you :fit-for eternal life.— You 
muſt, own, that this is the, reaſon, why you abſent 
yourſelves from the ſervices of the Church, on Sundays, 
when you Have, or ought to have, nothing to-hinder. youz 
except in caſes of mere neceſſity, Vou ſtay away, , bee 
cauſe you take no pleaſure, in thoſe employ ments, 

| wherein the very happineſs of eternity/conſiſts; ſo that 
| u are not- in 'a diſpoſition to be eternally: happy 
and the longer you go on in this bad habit, the 

ſtronger it will be growing upen you, every day; till 
perhaps, in time, it cannot be overcome; and then, 
Alas, you are undone l. for, without virtuous and 
heavenly diſpoſitions, you cannot enter upon the 
heavenly ſtate. Well then may I-earneſtly deſire, for 
your ſakes, and my own: For the ſake of your pre- 

cious ſouls, and for che preſent eaſe and comfort of 


my own mind, to ſee all of.you conſtant attendants; on 
he Church ſervices. A | But 
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But it is hearing the word, which I am, more parti. 
eularly, to ſpeak of, in this firſt Letter. — And a8 1 
wiſh and pray, that your ſouls may proſper, ſo I'cans 
not but be greatly: deſirous of ſeeing, in every one of 
you, a careful attention to this means of grace and ſal 
vation; It gives me great concern to find, - how igno- 
rant many appear to be} in the moſt common matters 
of religion. They know indeed, that there is a God; 


and that Chriſt came into the world to ſave ſinners is; 


they know; that there is à life after death, in which 
the good will be happy, and the wicked miſerable for 


ever: They can; perhaps, repeat the belief, and even 


the whole catechiſm; and yet, they wilF be at a loſs, to 
anſwer almoſt the plaineſt queſtion, about their ſalva· 
tion, How deplorably does this appear to be the caſe: 


with ſöme, who offer themſelves as ſponſors, for infants 


at baptiſm! They may not, it is true, be ſo ignorant 
as they ſeem: But it ſhews that they do not think much 
about the matter, when they are ſo unready to anſwer 
eoncerning it; it ſhews that the things of religion are 
not familiar to their thoughts, which is little better than 
not knowing them at all. This, my dear Brethren, 
is a melancholy conſideration! For what hope is there 


of men entering into the Kingdom of Heaven, when 


they are ſuch ſtrangers to the nature of heavenly hap- 
pineſs, and take ſo little mn abo ”_— "yp

- He had taken 
great | pains to enrich, their minds with pious and 
Wood thoughts to implant in them good diſpokiti- 
ons ; training them up to holy and uſeful employ- 
ments; and. yet, he ſtill warns them never to forſake 
his preaching, or elſe, he tells. them, they would 
grow worldly minded, and careleſs again: That, as. 
a. branch, cut of from a vine, is ſure to. wither and: 
die for want of nouriſhment, { if they did not al · 
ways continue to keep up in theis minds a conſtant 
acquaintance, with holy and heavenly ſubjects, by 
hearing his word, they would as certainly fall back: 
into their former ſinful. and loſt condition. 
I fear there are many, who have mever known; 
what it is to be in a right ſtate; who, through their 
parents neglect of them, and their own perverſeneſs, 
are cut off from Chriſt, by their unchriſtian lives, 
from their youth up; and would be loſt for. ever, if 
God did not wait, with much long - ſuffering towards 
them, to ſee if they will repent, and change thein 
courſe. — Theſe are they, for whoſe ſake, this Letter 
S chiefly written. — Theſe are they, whom, I have 
much in my heart, to- prevail: on them, if poſſible, 
to come to. Chrift that they. may hawe life ; to put theme 
ſelves under the miniſtry of his word, and ordinances, 
without which, I can have no hope concerning them, 
nor, I fear, can they have any good hope for. them- 
ſelves.— Oh my Brethren ! fain would I deliver 
you from, this wandering, loſt ſtate! How earneſtly 
do I deſire to reach. your hearts; that Lmay awaken: 
you, out of this deadly. ſleep of ſinful ſecurity, and 
give ſuch a turn to your minds, as will lead you to- 
conſider, with * attention the word of life!

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What ſhall T ſay unto. you, for this purpoſe?. Whar 
can I ſay? I can only beſeech and entreat you, by 
the aarcies of God; that you will have pity on your- 
ſelves; that you will think, what n m do to by 
ved, before it be toe late; that you may not be 
doomed to dwell with everlaſting burnings, inflead. 
of deing- unſpeakably and everlaſtingly happy. 
And all ſhould: conſider, that it is by being daily 
converſant. with the things of God, and Heaven, 
that they can alone be fitted. for Heaven. It is by 
having the great truths of the goſpel, uniformly alive, 
and ative upon our minds, that. we are kept in the 
way of our duty, and preſerved pure and: blameleſ. 
to the day of Chriſt. Do we not know, how apt, 
holy, and beavenly affections are to die away in us, 
unleſs we are daily renewing them, by the word 
of God and prayer. Take heed to pour ſelues (ſays our 
bleſſed Lord) 4%, at any time, your hearts: be preſſed. 
F this life , and. /0: tlat day; come upon you: utawares:; 
leſt death, and judgment overtake you, in an unpre- 
pared. ſtate: and it was to prevent us from falling 
into this dreadful ſituation, that he gave us his com. 
mand, to ablide in bis wword.— to the. neglect of which: 
it is certainly owing,. that there are fo many thought- 
leſs, ſinful, unprepared, reprobate creatures among us,, 
for if all men could but be prevailed on to hear 
diligently, it could hardly fail to convert and _— 
their fouls;. . 

- But: ſome, will fig... that 4 is W cas 4 
that. though they do not often attend the reading on 
preaching of the word, yet they know: what are the 
hopes and. duties of the goſpel, . and they have regard 
to them in ** conduct. — Many, no

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wake x conſcience of their actions, though they be neg- 


f gent in religious duties; but did they judge aright 
in this matter, they would not be ſo eaſily ſatisfied 


about it — they are not aware of the advantages they 


toſe, they conſider not, what exalted entertainment 
and comfort they deprive themſelves of, and the dan. 
ger to which they are expoſed, even of their ſalva- 
tion: For what is it they aim at? Is it only to 
eſcape the damnation of Hell? Alas ! if- they are 


| governed by no higher a view, let them beware, leſt they 


fall ſhort, even in that. But why not: aſpire after 
heavenly improvements, and heavenly: glories ? It is 
in religion, as in every other ſcience Our proſi- 
ciency is according to our diligence: in learning; 
And im religion moſt eſpecially,” he whoſe proficiency 
is the greateſt, has more exalted notions; and ſees 
many things in a light which perſons leſs- attentive 
have no notion of — The ſecret \ of the Lord is with 
them that fear him, and he will ſbeau them his covenant. 
Fhe riches of God's kindneſs towards his creatures; 
and the beauty and excellency of virtue and holi- 
neſs are inexhauſtible ſubjects; they will be ever af- 
fording freſh improvement and delight, to the con- 


templative mind. If you have once tafted the good 
word of God, you ævill cat aud yet be hungry, you will 


drink and yet be thirſty, and the more you hear, read, 
mark, learn, and inwardly digeſt the holy ſcriptures, 
the more wiſe, and good, and ſaſe, and happy, you 
will find yourſelves. Our bleſſed Lord compares re- 
kgious wiſdom, dwelling in the heart, to a pure 
fountain of living water, ſpringing up unto eternal 


life ; a plenteous- ſource of light and comfort always 


ready at hand to direct our ſteps, leading us to every

though you do know tlie firft principles of. the doc 
of Chrift it may be little better than mere inſorma- 
tion; it may not, and certainly does not, work its. 
true effects on. you, unleſs you, find that your 
thoughts. are turned much upon. it — and when this , 
is che caſe, you will judge differently, in. many reſ- 
pects, from. what you now do; you will be aware, ˖ 
that you have been hitherto, governed by many falſe. | 
maxims, and yielded to many practices and ways off 
living, which you cannot any longer approve, as con- 
ſidering yourſelves deſigned. for ſpiritual, and i immor- 
tal happineſs. You.will find, perhaps, that you have. 
been ſtrangers to that temper of mind, and courſe 
of life, to- Which the goſpel aim at bringing you, 
that you may be prepared to enter into life eternal. 
And do not deceive. yourſelves. by ſayin g that you 
can read at. home. There are many reaſons, why. 
all perſons ſhould. attend. the. public miniſtry of the 
word As for thoſe, who cannot read, it is the only 
thing % can do for themſelves: And among, them 
who can read, there are many who ſtand in need of 
fame one to. guide them, that they may read to advan- 
tage. The Scriptures are, indeed, ſufficiently plain, 
to the commoneſt; underſtanding, in. all neceflary 
things 3. and vet. ſome parts of them have been miſ- 
taken, to men's hurt, for. want of due care and kill 8 
in comparing one paſſage with, another, and .by read. 
ing improper books, of which there are many 
abroad in the world. It is alſo a great benefit, to 
have the Scriptures explained, and ſet forth, by thoſe, 
who, having made them their particular ſtudy, are 
qualified for. ſo doing, in a manner which the gene- 
ef of chriſtians. cannot de: They can Point 9. 
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to vou many things, that you may ſee them 
in à more excellent and convincing light, than you 
otherwiſe would; beſides your Miniſter is wWwatching 

over you for your good; he obferves. your prevailing 
errors and miſtakes; whatever relates to your ſpirituat 
ſtate engages his denden; and he accordingly Tait 
his inſtructions to che particular occaſions of his flock; 
he'is jealous over vo -with a godly jealouſy ;' ſo that 
though you may not need inſtruction, he may put 
you in remembrance of what you have occafion to be 
reminded of, both in doctrine and practice; and the 
plaineſt ſermon of the plaineſt preacher, may be 6 
you a wholeſome and neceſſary medicine of life. 

I wiſh alk men would diligently arch the Seriptures 
at home, for then I am ſure, that, if they read aright, 
inſtead of keeping them from hearing ſermons, it 
would make them more conſtant atteadants on this, 
and on every other means of moral, and ſpiritual 
| improvement. : They that know and love the truth, 
Wif take pleaſure in it, every way; the very found 
of it will be grateful to their cars; it will refreſh 
| their ſpirits to hear their own pious and virtuous 
ſentiments, ſtrengthened and confirmed; they will be 
pleaſed in hearing the truth promulgated and propa- 
gated among men; a and they will feel themſelves en- 
gaged in an uſeful and honourable ſervice, when they 
appear in public to give it their countenance and ſup- 
port; not to mention, that the living voice of your 

miniſter affectionately ſpeaking to you of things, 
which ſa nearly concern you, will be more convin- 
cing to your underſtanding, and be more likely to make 
an impreſſion. upon your hearts, than reading in pri- 
vate. — Whereas, if you negle& to attend* the public 
miniſtry of the word, there js danger of your falling 

into 
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into a les; of reading and meditating on it, at 


home. In a matter of ſuch vaſt, conſequence, yob 

ought not to truſt to yourſelves, alone; you ſhould be 

careful to uſe every means, which may keep you from 
falling; inſenſibility and deadneſs to ſpiritual | things 

may grow upon you, before you are aware, if you ſtay 
away from church; and then you are out of the way 
of having any one to rouſe and quicken you. Nay, 
when you do not attend upon hearing the word in 
publie, there is great reaſon to ſuſpect, that you do not 
read it in private, | becauſe if you did, you would be 
led, not only by inclination, but in obedience to 


that word, which you read, not to for/ake the Aſſemblies 


of your Brethren, where it is nenn Fecht 75 5 
your ediſication and comfort. + 

Thus you ſee, my Brethren, what. . 80 "i 
to be anxious for the ſafety of all thoſe, who neglect, 
or but ſeldom attend the public miniſtry of the word: 
and whilſt there is a ſingle one among you, who 
does ſo, I ſhall always have continual fear and ſor- 
row in my heart, on his account: — But why ſhould” 
there be one ſuch? You have been all of you bap- 
tized into Chriſt; you have been all cho/ex unto al- 
vation; and though, ſome of you are, I fear, in the 
way to forfeit it; yet it is not too A2 for them to 
change their courſe. 

I would aſk any one, what redo there can be 
why he ſhould not be prevailed on by this Letter? 
Does he not know, that he bas a ſoul to be ſaved? 
That life and death are ſet before him, one of which 
will be his portion for ever? and will he not chuſe 
life? Does he not wiſh to be ſaved? And is he not 
now aware how neceſſary it. is to his ſalvation, that 
he . be a diligent reader and hearer of the word? 
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Is it not plain, that if he does not love to hear, 
and meditate on ſacred truths, he is not under the infſu - 


ence of them? Does he not now underſtand, that it is his 
acquaintance with theſe truths, which muſt bring 
him to heaven; which alone will deliver him out of, 
and keep him from falling again into an unconcerned, 


worldly-minded; ſinful ſtate; which is a ſtate of death 


to his ſoul. Has not our bleſſed Lord told him this ! 
That unleſs he costinue in hit word, he will be as 
a branch cut off from a- tree, which withers, and 
dies, for want of nouriſhment. And does he not 
find this to be: the caſe by his own experience ? yes, 
he does, if he would but conſider. it; that whenever 


he wilfully negle&s the word of God and prayer, 


it is for want of ſerious and good thoughts; that 


the longer he continues to do ſo, the worſe he grows, 


more thoughtleſs of God, more full of the world, 
more liable to fin, more out of love with, and un- 
willing to turn his mind to heavenly things; in 
ſhort, that hearing and meditating on the word of 


Goc, is, as our Lord ſays, the one thing needful for 


every man; and that, without it, he is no more likely 
to be in a ſtate of ſalvation, than he would be to 
live, in this world, without eating, and drinking. 


And now, my Brethren, have I not told you the 


truth in what I have laid before you? Are you not 
convinced in your own minds? Ves, J am ſure you 
mult, if you take time to confider, What reaſon 
then can there be, why any fingle perſon who reads 
this book, or hears it read, ſhould not be prevailed 
on by it, to attend the preaching of the word? 


Whoever he be, I am ſure he wiſhes to be ſaved.

And if he does really think of being ſaved, then, 


ſurely, 
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being ſaved. Here lies the point, — to put you al 


an enſy and pleaſant employment in my endeavours 


to promote your everlaſting happineſs, Oh my Brethren! 


Let me have this comfort of you; let me prevail on 
vou to. think — to think hat it is to be ſaved, 

or elſe to periſh for ever, and then this Letter will 
not be in vain. Do but think with yourſelves what 


for ever fignihes : Let the awful thought of eternity 


dwell on your minds, and then you cannot but be 
careful to provide for that ſtate, which is ſoon to 
begin, and_ will have no end for ever, — This will 
bring you in good earneſt to Chriſt, to the miniſtry 
of his word, that you may learn of him, ſo to live 
here, that you may live for ever. — When you are 
truly concerned about your everlaſting ſtate, you 
will no longer be framing excuſes for ſtaying away 
from church; you will no longer ſay, that your 
clothgs are not good enough, that you are poor, and 
have large families to provide for; you will no longer 
deceive. yourſelves, by fancying, that it is not expected 
in fuch as you to attend; — Theſe are vain and 
fooliſh excuſes ; they are che excuſes of perſons who 
have never thought ſcriouſly ; but when you have 
truly conſidered, that your eternal ſalvation is at ſtake, 
all excuſes and delays will vaniſn; then you will only
